— President 
Wilson has decided that there will be 
no answer to Ambassador Gerard's 
inquiry for instructions

ou subm arine warfare, aud (hat no 
comment will be made by the L’nitel 
State,* until Germany's formal reply 
is delivered. The ambassador has been 
informed of this decision. 
Ambassador 
Gerard's 
message 
transm itting the draft of the German 
uole was of such a character as not 
to require any answer and the Ameri­ 
can government has now determined 
that it cannot enter into any discus­ 
sion or negotiations until Germany’* 
proposals are formally submitted. 
Whiles no official would divulge the 
content? of the draft, as communi­ 
cated by Ambassador Gerard, it is 
known definitely that Germany offered 
to permit Americans lo travel ou un­
